A LITTLE JOURNEY TO ALFRED HUTTY’S PLAC E 
I 
T is a wonderful thing to get lost in a spot of beauty—am ong friends— 
and with the atmosphere all about, one vibrating with loveliness. 
Tile o th er day I journeyed w ith a friend to the studio and home of 
Alfred B utty, the American painter. 
D uring the winter he works in his 
studio at C harleston, South Carolina—and it was here th a t we picked our 
way off one of those quaint old streets, turning into a narrow , ra th e r high 
bred street, and paused before a beautiful gate th at we were told m eant 
the entrance to Alfred Hutty’s hom e a n d studio. 
First you walk into a little garden, m anaged and nurtured by Mrs. 
R utty, a m ost charm ing and enthusiastic woman. Then you walk through 
a pathw ay between two brick walls and enter a small patio w ith th e studio 
on one side and the home on the other. 
Both are restored old buildings 
over 200 years old—but these lovers of beauty have made a veritable G ar­ 
den of Eden o u t of the place. 
Long had I been an adm irer of Mr. H utty’s art, so I was im m ediately 
at home! 
B oth Mr. and Mrs. H utty surrounded us with the lovely etch­ 
ings. draw ings and paintings of the artist. 
No other A m erican artist has 
so caught th e beauty and feeling of th e m any scattered spots of southern 
beauty, an d southern appeal—though the artist’s work is by no m eans 
confined to th is section, for he has traveled widely and worked in many 
countries—each tim e a perfect interpreter. 
I learned th a t a big New York banker had recently purchased a com- j 
pieta collection of all of Mr. H utty’s etchings. 
He probably felt, as I do, 
th a t beauty is one of the safest—and m ost lasting— investm ents in the 
world. B eauty doesn’t die, and its value increases with the years, no m at­ 
ter how m any nations crumble, or change their money standards. 
T he work of Mr. Hutty is represented in dozens of great a rt institut- 
tions and private collections in all p arts of the world—and because of 
pure m erit alone. 
His exquisite, delicate, though often bold, lines express 
great restrain t of feeling, yet w ith an honest skill. He etches, draw s, and 
paints to please himself first—w hich is w hat every really great a rtist does. 
I have never seen more beautifully etched trees—great old oaks, pines, 
sycamores, willows and cypress—m ost of them with th at wonderfully ap ­ 
pealing Spanish moss hanging, like laced threads, from the tips of their 
branches. 
W hen Alfred H utty produces a work of art, he pays a lasting tribute to 
all beauty!
